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PREFACE. 


The  Phm'inacopma  may  be  termed  the  Text 
Book  of  the  Medical  Practitioner : it  contains  the 
established  Fokmul.«  for  preparing  and  com- 
pounding Medicinal  Substances,  and  it  is  the  First 
Test  by  which  every  Candidate  is  examinedhei'ore 
he  can  obtain  a Certificate  to  practise.  The  fol- 
lowing extract  is  taken  from  the  Regulations  for 
the  Examination  of  Apothecaries. 

“ The  Court  have  determined  that  the  Exami- 
nation for  a Certificate  to  practise  as  an  Apothe- 
cary shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  In  translating  parts  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Lon- 

dinensis,  and  Physicians’  Prescriptions. 

2.  In  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry. 

3.  In  the  Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Botany. 

4.  In  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

5.  In  the  Practice  of  Medicine. 

" The  Court  are  extremely  anxious  to  impress 
upon  tliose  persons  who  may  be  intending  to  pre- 
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sent  themselves  for  examination  before  them,  a 
conviction  of  the  absolute  necessily  of  such  know- 
ledge of  the  Latin  language  as  may  enable  them 
to  translate  the  Pharmacopoeia  Londinensis,  and 
Prescriptions  of  Physicians,  which  they  consider 
as  a qualification  indispensable  to  the  Apothecary, 
and  which  the  tiftli  section  of  the  Act  expressly 
requires. 

They  are  particularly  induced  to  give  greater 
publicity  to  this  regulation,  because  they  have  had 
the  disti-essing  duty  imposed  on  them  of  with- 
holding Certificates  of  Qualification  from  several 
persons,  principally  from  their  great  deficiency 
ill  this  most  important  pre-requisite  to  a ^Medical 
Education.” 

The  Object  of  this  little  Work  is  to  assist  the 
Medical  Pupil  in  his  attainment  of  “ the  iniporfant 
Pi'c-recpfisite."  The  Grammar  of  the  Language 
is  Concise,  but  its  terminations  are  fully  exhibited  ; 
the  Arrangement  ot  the  Si/nfax  is  entirely  new, 
its  Rules  are  short,  its  Examples  numerous.  The 
Selectums  for  translating  from  Latin  into  English, 
and  the  Exercises  for  translating  from  English  into 
Latin  are  adapted  lo  the  Sr/nfax,  and  gradually 
increase  in  difliculty.  The  VocAnrnARY  is  pre> 
ceded  liy  Rules  tor  the  Declensions  and  (weiulers  of 
Nouns,  and  the  Conjugation  of  Verbs.  ’I'lie  quan- 
riTiEs  ot  WORDS  are  earefuUy  marked  i/trotighoitf. 
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Nothing  is  here  imposed  upon  tlie  Student  but 
•what  is  absolutely  requisite  to  the  accomplishment 
of  his  end.  Without  a thorough  acquaintance 
with  its  Terminations  and  Vocabulary,  no  Lan* 
guage  can  be  acquired.  Assistance  may  be  ob- 
tained from  Translations,  but  the  Pupd  cannot  be 
j too  strongly  cautioned  against  relying  upon  that 
assistance ; it  is,  at  best,  but  superficial,  and  will 
j not  stand  the  test  of  Examination.  Literal  Trans- 
lation and  rigid  Parsing  will  alone  secure  ad- 
vancement. 

The  knowledge  of  the  Latin  Classics  can  be 
possessed  only  by  long  continued  application,  and 
if  neglected  in  youth,  is  seldom  afterwards  acquired ; 
but  the  knowledge  of  the  Latin  Language,  so  far 
as  it  is  essential  to  the  jMedical  Pupil,  may  be  pro- 
cured without  serious  difficulty,  and  in  a given 
period.  The  means  are  now  submitted  to  liis  at- 
tention. Let  him  resolutely  determine  to  study 
well  this  short  Introduction,  and  he  may  con- 
fidently proceed  to  the  perusal  of  the  Pharmacopceia 
itself; — its  construction  will  then  be  easy,  and  its 
contents  familiar. 

The  Appendix  is  adapted  to  a little  W ork  pub- 
lished by  J.  Anderson,  40,  West  Smithfield,  enti- 
tled, “ A Selection  of  Prescriptions  Illustrating 
the  various  Terms  used  by  Physicians  in  Presciib- 
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ing,  intended,  principally,  for  the  Use  of  Students 
preparing  for  Examination  at  Apothecaries  Hall. 
By  Jonathan  Pereira,  Member  of  the  Boyal  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons,  &c.’'

A Verb  is  commonly  said  to  be  conjugated 
when  only  its  principal  parts  are  mentioned, 
because  from  them  all  the  rest  are  derived. 

The  first  person  of  the  present  of  the  Indicative 
is  called  the  Theme  or  the  Root  of  the  Verb, 
because  from  it  the  other  three  principal  parts  are 
formed. 

The  letters  of  a Verb  which  always  remain  the 
same  are  called  Radical  letters  ; as,  voc,  in  voc-o. 
The  rest  are  called  the  Termination,  as,  abamus, 
in  voc-abamus. 

All  the  letters  which  come  before  are,  ere,  ere, 
or  Ire  of  the  Infinitive,  are  radical  letters.  By 
putting  these  before  the  terminations,  all  the 
parts  of  any  regular  Verb  maybe  readily  formed, 
except  the  Compound  Tenses.

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DEPONENT  VERBS. 

Deponent  Verbs  have  a passive  form  but  an 
active  signification.  They  are  called  Deponents 
because  they  have  forsaken  or  deposed  their 
active  form.  They  make  the  perfect  participle  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  the  active  voice, 
as  loquor,  locutus,  loqui,  to  speak. 

IRREGULAR  VERBS. 

The  irregular  Verbs  are  commonly  reckoned 
eight,  sum,  eo,  queo,  volo,  nolo,  malo,  fero,  and 
Jxo,  with  their  Compounds.  But  properly  there 
are  only  six,  nolo  and  maZo  being  Compounded  of 
volo.  They  are  irregular  only  in  the  present 
Tense  and  the  Tenses  derived  from  it.  The 
terminations  of  the  perfect  and  its  derivatives 
are  regular  in  all  Verbs. 

Sum  has  already  been  conjugated.  Prosum  to 
do  good,  has  a d where  sum  begins  with  an  c,  as 
prosum,  prod-cs,  prod-est,  &c.  in  the  other  parts 
it  is  like  sum,  as,  pro-sun,  j)ro-sis,  pro-sit,  &c.

All  Impersonals  want  the  Imperative,  Gerunds, 
Supines,  Future  of  the  Infinitive,  and  almost 
always  the  participles. 

Coepi  is  called  a Preteritivc  Verb,  and  is  only 
used  in  the  preterite  tenses ; it  has  sometimes  a 
present  signification,  thus,

PARTICIPLES. 

A Participle  is  a part  of  speech  which  takes 
part  of  a Verb  and  of  a Noun  ; of  a Verb  as  tense 
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and  signification,  and  of  a Noun,  as  Gender, 
Number,  Case  and  Declension. 

There  are  four  Participles,  the  present  and 
future  active,  as  uocaMS,  calling,  z;ocaf2<rMS,  about 
to  call ; and  the  perfect  and  future  passive,  as, 
vocatus,  called,  vocandus,  to  be  called. 

The  Future  in  rus  implies  likelihood  or  design 
of  doing  a thing,  as  scripturus,  intending,  or 
with  a view  to  write. 

The  Future  in  dus  implies  duty,  necessity,  or 
merit,  as  fores  legendi  sunt.  Flowers  are,  or 
ought,  to  be  gathered. 

If  from  a participle  we  take  away  time,  it  be- 
comes an  adjective,  and  admits  the  degrees  of 
comparison. 

The  present  Participle  is  declined  like  capax, 
the  rest  like  alhus,  and  agree  in  Gender,  Number, 
and  Case,  with  the  substantives  to  which  they 
relate. 

Gerunds  are  participial  words  which  bear  the 
signification  of  the  Verb  from  which  they  are 
formed. 

Supines  have  much  the  same  signification  as 
Gerunds,  and  may  be  indifferently  applied  to  any 
Person  or  Number.

An  Adverb  is  a part  of  Speech,  which,  being 
joined  to  a Verb,  Adjective,  or  other  Adverb, 
explains  more  fully  their  signification  ; as,  Bent 
scribit,  he  writes  well.

A Conjunction  is  a part  of  Speech,  that  Joins 
together  words  and  sentences. 

INTERJECTIONS. 

An  Interjection  is  a part  of  Speech,  thrown 
into  discourse  to  express  some  passion,  or  emotion 
of  the  mind. 


SYNTAX. 

Syntax  is  the  right  construction  of  words  in 
j sentences.  It  is  divided  into  concord  and 
j GOVERNMENT  '.  CONCORD,  when  One  word  agrees 
with  another;  government,  when  one  word  is 
dependent  upon,  or  governed  by,  another. 

There  are  three  concords  : 

1.  The  Verb  with  its  Nominative. 

[ 2.  The  Adjective  with  its  Substantive. 

! 3.  The  Relative  with  its  Antecedent. 

General  Principles  of  Syntax. 

1.  In  every  sentence  there  must  be  a Verb  and 
a Nominative  expressed  or  understood. 

2.  Every  Adjective  must  have  a Substantive 
expressed  or  understood.

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3.  All  the  cases  of  Nouns,  except  the  Nomi- 
native and  Vocative,  must  be  governed  by  some 
other  word. 

4.  The  Infinitive  is  governed  by  some  Verb  or 
Adjective.

Sometimes  an  Infinitive  mood,  or  a sentence, 
supplies  the  place  of  a Nominative  to  the  Verb, 
as. 

Idem  nomen  liquidbrum  mensiira?,  idem  solidbrum 
pondfri,  dSri,  errbrem  frequentisstme  induxit — The  same- 
name  being  given  to  the  measure  of  liquids  as  to  the 
weight  of  solids  has  very  frequently  introduced  error.

Ex  noniinibus  quae  ponderibus  et  mensuris,  nullo 
discrlmlne  iinposRa  sunt — From  the  names  which  liave 
been  put  upon  weights  and  measures  without  discrimi- 
nation. 

If  no  Nominative  come  between  the  Relative 
and  the  Verb,  the  Relative  is  the  Nominative  to 
the  Verb,  as. 

Quae  ad  mediclnam  spectat — Which  relates  to  medi- 
cine. 

But  if  a Nominative  come  between  the  Relative 
and  the  Verb,  the  Relative  is  governed  by  some 
word  in  its  own  member  of  the  sentence,  as. 

Quorum  altero  aurum  et  argentum,  altero  cajterae  fer6 
merces  aestimantur — By  one  of  which  gold  and  silver, 
by  the  other  almost  all  the  remaining  kinds  of  merchan- 
dize are  valued. 

In  vas  vitrCum  altum,  cui  -os  angustum  et  fundus 
latior  sit — Into  a tall  glass  vessel  which  has  a narrow 
inoutli  and  broad  bottom. 
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Quern  ad  usus  medicinales  sic  disperllmus — Which 
for  medicinal  purposes  we  thus  divide. 

In  quibus  medicamenta  prjeparantur — In  which  medi- 
cines are  prepared. 

Two  or  more  Substantives  singular  joined  by  a 
Copulative  Conjunction  may  have  a Verb,  Ad- 
jective, or  Relative  plural,  as, 

Ut  destillent  balneo  arenae,  calore  paulatim  aucto, 
liquor  acldus,  oleum,  et  sal  oleo  inquiuatus — That  by 
the  aid  of  a sand  bath,  gradually  heated,  an  acid  liquor, 
the  oil,  and  a salt  impregnated  with  the  oil,  may  distil 
from  it. 

Emplastro  et  adipi  simui  liquefactis — The  plaster  and 
the  lard  being  melted  together.

Gum  resins  easily  melt- 
ing may  be  purified  by 
throwing  them  into  an  ox
